FULFILS A NEED WORTII WHILE 
The once famous “little red school house,” 
where the three principals of education—read­ 
ing, w riting and arithm etic — were taught, is 
rapidly disappearing in all states. 
In Rush county such buildings have either 
been torn down, or are now used for barns, res­ 
idences and other purposes. 
The modern idea of consolidated schools has 
played a great part in furthering the cause ior 
closer communities. 
The four walls of a school 
building today, have other purposes and equally 
as far reaching influences as the lessons which 
are taught there. 
A school building formerly was just a school 
for learning. 
Today 
such buildings 
serve as 
community gathering places and are centers 
for social, recreational, religious, business and 
num berous other purposes, all of which are in 
keeping with our present day dem ands th a t have 
lifted groups of families into larger communities. 
Educational authorities have made a survey 
and found th a t during the last four years, com­ 
m unity purposes for school buildings through­ 
out this country increased 55 per cent. 
The survey was made for the purpose of 
finding out to w hat extent school buildings were 
being used for other purposes, and how they were 
so- utilized. 
The compilation revealed the in­ 
creased use was due to community programs. 
Of the states, 32 of them have definite pro­ 
visions by law in which school 
houses can be 
used as community centers, and it is perm itted 
in other states. 
There is nothing in Rush County which has 
done so much to aid in solving our community 
problems, as th at of the modern, consolidated 
schools in each township.

Uses for a Cold Frame 


Cold frames .serv e su ch a great 
v ariety of garden u ses that they 
are now a common adju nct to a 
garden. Almost ev ery thing in the 
garden c?m be raised in 
them 
and some people ev en pu t y ou ng 
chickens into them. The 
cold 
frame serv es both as a starting 
plant for early plants as well as 
a storage plant and a winter gar­ 
den. 
The most frequ ent u se, howev ­ 
er, is for early seed sowing. Let­ 
tu ce, cabbage and 
cau liflowers 
can be started for early trans- 
planting. A row of radishes may ; 
be planted to be pu lled 
direct 
from the frame. 
Pansies will 
bloom off and on all winter in a 
j 
cold frame, and parsley may be j 
cu t as needed from it. Gladiolu s 
may be started in a cold fran «. 
and left to bloom there for tT j 
earliest crop of stems to cu t for 
the hou se. 
They can 
get

m onth’s 
adv ance 
on ou tdoor 
planting u nder the friendly pro­ 
tection of the glass. 
A cold frame is a safe 
and 
conv enient storage for chry san- I 
themu ms after they hav e bloom­ 


ed. The stolons that sprou t from 
the main stem in the fall, ev en 
in the hardiest v arieties, are of­ 
ten inju red by winter weather. 
They come throu gh in a 
cold 
frame u nscathed. The handsome 
penstemons, which do not bloom 
the first y ear from seed ex cept 
from a v ery early start, may be 
started and wintered in a frame. 
Wallflowers may be grown in the 
same way . 
The handsome 
poppy ane­ 
mones, with their gay 
blooms 
which hav e become so popu lar 
as florists’ cu tting m aterial may 
be grown in the home cold frame 
starting plants from seed 
this 
spring. They will start blooming 
nex t y ear in March. Dahlias may 
be sprou ted in pots starting in 
early April to be set ou t in per­ 
m anent qu arters when May su n­ 
shine makes the 
tem peratu re 
su itable. Start a cold frame this 
y ear. You will nev er be withou t

The most im p ortant factor in 
seed 
sowing is not to'sow 
the 
seed too deep jy so tha t the b ab y 
p lant cannot 
get 
through the 
surface of the soil. 
The second 
factor tha t m ust b e ob served in 
successful raising of p lants from 
seed is never to sow 
in muddy 
soil. The only reasonab le exp ec­ 
tation under such a condition is 
tha t the seed will rot b efore it 
germ inates. Moist, b ut not wet, 
is the p rop er condition 
for the 
germ ination of seed. 
In connection w ith 
too much 
m oisture, never sow seed when 
the tem p erature is so low that it 


''an only retard or even p revent 
p rop er germ ination. 
Do not b e 
n a hurry to get seed into the j 
ground 
on cold

Wait until the sun is warm.

out. A seed b ox set too close to \ 
a window in which drafts come 
through a loose casem ent may 
j 
not give good germ ination b e­ 
cause of too low tem p erature on 
the b ox. It is b etter to set it 
a 
little b ack from the glass unless 
the window is tight. 
Overwatering is the greatest 
fault of inexp erienced gardners 
in endeavoring to raise p lants 
from seed. 
It destroys 
many 
p romising crop s of seedlings and 
encourages dam p ing off, a fun­ 
gus disease tha t causes seedlings 
to shrivel at the ground and top ­ 
p le over and die. Damp b ut not 
wet is the watchword for condi­ 
tions of moisture. 
Sowing thinly cannot 
b e too 
much emp hasized. 
Just as the 
crowding of hum an 
b eings in 
confined quarters stunts growth 
and causes disease through lack 
of sufficient light and air, the 
growth and health of p lants are 
affected. 
Sp eedy transp lanting 
should b e done if the seedlings 
are crowded. It is only b y this 
means tha t p lants can b e saved 
and made healthy.

Pea-p lanting tim e is also the 
tim e to start the 
annual 
b ug 
hunt. G arden p lants are sub ject 
to attacks b y a variety of insects 
and the p eas are one of 
the 
first to attract unwelcome visit­ 
ors in the shap e of p lant lice or 
ap hides. Following 
this 
early 
visitation are all m anner of b it­ 
ing, stinging, 
chewing 
and 
sucking insects tha t raise havoc 
if not p rom p tly checked. 
When the p eas are 
p lanted 
the currant b ushes should have 
a drenching w ith nicotine solu­ 
tion, either a p atent solution or 
a hom e-m ade tea concocted o y 
stewing tob acco stems, or smok­ 
ing tob acco. The currant b ush is 
a harb or for p lant lice and from 
the b ushes they soon make their 
way to the p eas. 
- Nicotine is the enemy of suck­ 
ing insects. It kills 
them 
b y 
contact, and is the remedy for 
the various hordes of 
p lant 
lice which come in assorted col­ 
ors and in such num b ers 
tha t 
often they cover the p lant. They 
can b e sup p ressed easily b y e n ­ 
ergetic ap p lications of tob acco. 
Tob acco dust sp rayed up on them 
with b ellows is also an excellent 
m eans of destroying them . 
For caterp illars and ,b eetles of 
various kinds tha t 
b ite 
and 
chew, arsenic is the controlling 
remedy in the form of arsenate 
of lead, p aris green 
or 
other 
comp ound. P atent com b inations 
of b oth arsenic and tob acco are 
sold at seed 
dealers. 
Poison 
should b e ready for the first ap ­ 
p earance of these p ests. 
A good sp ray should b e avail­ 
ab le, either a b ucket sp ray which 
is handiest for any considerab le 
quantity of vegetab les, or some 
of the various knap sack devices. 
For small gardens, sp rays 
em ­ 
p loying a Mason fruit jar as con­ 
tainer are sufficient. The 
early 
attack on the b ugs will 
make 
their sup p ression during the sea­ 
son an easy m atter. Once they 
get well over the garden the task 
is more difficult.

Color has invaded every room 
in the house. W here we once had 
somb re hues in every 
p arlor, 
b edroom and b ath, sup erseded in 
the latter until lately b y an u n ­ 
relieved white, 
we now 
find 
yellows, greens, b lues and just 
ab out every other color of 
the 
sp ectrum. 
Walls of dead white have giv­ 
en way to soft, p astel 
shades. 
Floors, ceilings and accessories, 
too, come in for their share of 
color. 
Com b inations 
once 
thought b izarre are now accep t­ 
ed as the most artistic and most 
cheerful. Mauve gray for walls, 
Chinese gold (which is b etween 
a b urnt orange and a deep tan) 
for the floor, and elsewhere 
a 
touch of turquoise, is a good se­ 
lection for a sunny 
b athroom . 
Curtains, clothes ham p ers 
and 
all odds and ends should b e in ­ 
cluded in the 
color 
scheme. 
Primrose yellow p rovides cheer 
and light where sunlight is m iss­ 
ing. Choose warm colors—yellow, 
rose^. cream, ap ricot—for a dark 
room; b lues, greens, grays, etc., 
for a light one. 
If p racticab le include the linen 
too. Often you can get 
towels 
and wash cloths with a trim of 
b lue, yellow or other color as 
reasonab ly as you can the p lain 
ones. 
Design as well as color 
now 
makes the b athroom gay. Walls 
and even ceilings are decorated. 
Borders are often used, forming 
a dado less than halfway up the 
wall, with the up p er half of the 
wall p ainted a p aler shade than 
the lower. A b order of p ond lilies 
is attractively used in this way, 
soft shades of green and cream 
against a b ackground of 
p ale 
yellow. 
It is also p leasing to have 
a 
colorful and p erhap s a decorated 
ceiling. W ith nile green walls the 
ceiling m ight b e b eige or even a 
very p ale yellow. Never use p ure 
white —it’s too glaring. Cream, 
ivory, or some other light shade 
is always b etter. Sometimes sten­ 
cils are used for ceilings, some­ 
tim es odd designs. A stencil b or­ 
der is p laced ab out ten inches 
from \the ceding edge if 
the 
rom is 
fairly 
large, a 
little 
nearer to the wall if it is small. 
Better still, p erhap s, is a m ottled 
treatm ent. In this event reverse 
the general rule of ceiling light­ 
er than the walls. For instance, 
w ith deep cream walls you could 
use two shades of b lue to m ottle 
the ceiling. The effect is easy 
to secure. Ap p ly 
the 
second 
shade with a b rush over the first 
and while still wet work over it 
a crump led newsp ap er or coarse 
rag. In this way the wet coat is 
removed here and there in irreg­ 
ular p attern, and the 
ground 
coat allowed to show through. 
If your b athroom isn’t 
tile, 
p aint is a hap p y solution, 
p ro­ 
viding color and a good finish 
at the same time. Use 
two 
or 
three coats of floor p aint p lus a 
good coat of floor varnish. The 
floor can then b e cleaned very 
easily and it will b e p ractically 
waterp roof. Select a shade 
of 
p aint tha t is dark enough to b e 
p ractical and colorful enough to 
b e gay. In choosing your color 
schemes, if the b ath room op ens 
into a b edroom b e sure tha t the 
rocm -to-room vista is harm on­ 
ious. Sometimes it will b e a ttra c ­ 
tive to rep eat the sam e 
color 
scheme in its entirety; 
some­ 
tim es only in p art. W here 
the 
dom inating color of the b edroom 
is green you m ight have cream 
in the b athroom w ith 
only 
a 
trim of green, and p ossib ly 
a 
touch of yellow. In the sep arate 
b athroom the p ossib ilities are, of 
course, unlim ited. 
Quite aside from the advant­ 
age of having a cheerful a ttra c ­ 
tive room instead of b leak, white 
one, color is actually more p rac­ 
tical. Any w ell-p ainted surface is 
entirly sanitary and in color it’s 
easier to clean. Hab it alone ac­ 
counts for the dom inance 
of 
white in the b athroom . Why not 
b reak away when you can get a 
more p ractical and certainly a 
more attractive room with color? 


Bloomington—Indiana Univer­

Go ne are the days when the ho nse-

a do mestic trag edy . Fo r all ex cept 
fo rmal o ccasio ns the small family 
to day sits do wn to a table laid with 
a tea clo th o r with a centerpiece and 
indiv idnai place clo ths, and napkins 
to match.

OF UNUSUAL MERIT 


A. T. Mahin, superintendent of 


the city water and light plant, 
today started on his 39th year 
as head of that department, he 
told members of the city council 
Tuesday night, recalling that it 
was just 38 years ago from that 
time, when he resigned his seat 
as a member of the council, to 
assume the operation cf 
the 


plant. 


Mr. Mahin, with the exception 


of a few months, has been in 
constant charge of the 
plant, 


and has wltnessesd its growth 
from $10,000 investment to that 
of a half million dollars today. 


Electric lighting plants were 


only in'the experimental stages 
38 years ago, and very few cities 
were making use of 
electricity 


for street lights. After the com- 
mitee from the 
council 
had 


visited plants in Illinois and saw 
practical use of electricity, 
a 


small plant was purchased 
for 


this city. 


People of 
Rushville 
were 


greatly divided upon the subject 
as to whether the new scheme 
would work out. The gas street 
lights weje not satisfactory, and 
there are many today who re- 
call when the first electric, street 
lights weer first turned on. 


The council 
was ridiculed 


many nights when the machin- 
ery failed to generate the electri- 
city, and the town would be in 
darkness. This was due largely, 
it was recalled today, to the fact 
that those in charge of the fir- 
ing and operation of the ma- 
chinery would acquire too many 
drinks and would forget their 
Job. 


This was the occasion on the 


night 38 years ago when Mr. Ma- 
hin took charge. On that night 
the council was in darkness, and 


they had reached the 
highest 


point from beiqg ridiculed. Mr. 
Mahin volunteered the plan that 
he would resign from the coun- 
cil and run the plant. 


With the assistance of a fire- 


man he left the council room 
and spent his first night on the 
job. For months he did his own 
firing and operation of 
the 


plant; he was his own lineman 
and received as his pay for doing 
an of the work, only $40 a month. 


As years went along, electrici- 


ty began to be used in stores and 
dwellings. The water department 
was added and a new 
location 


was necessary. Today the plant 
Is one of the most modern 
in | 


the state and does more 
than 


$100,000 a year in business. More 
than 200 persons are employed. 


Mr. Mahin has managed 
to 


remain at the head of the con- 
cern 
through 
administration 


changes, having on one or two 
times been replaced, but only a 
short time, so that in a large 
measure he today took up his 
39th year in that business. 


After the 
council 
meeting 


Tuesday night, Mr. Mahin took 
the city officials to a confec- 
tionary, where the "treats" were 
on him. 


On that council 38 years ago, 


only two members survive 
to- 


day besides Mr. Mahin. Those 
two survivors are W. A. Caldwell 
and Ed Crosby, both residents, 
here now.

FULFILS A NEED WORTH WHILE 


• i 
The once famous "little red school house," 


Where the three principals of education—read- 
ing, writing and arithmetic — were taught, is 
rapidly disappearing in all states. 


In Rush county such buildings have either 


been torn down, or are now used for barns, res- 
idences and other purposes. 


The modern idea of consolidated schools has 


played a great part in furthering the cause for 
closer communities. 
The four walls of a school 


building today, have other purposes and equally 
as tar reaching influences as the lessons which 
•re taught there. 


A school building formerly was just a school 


(or learning. 
Today such buildings serve as 


community gathering places and are centers 
for social, recreational, religious, business and 
numberous other purposes, all of which are in 
keeping with our present day demands that have 
lifted groups of families into larger communities. 


Educational authorities have made a survey 


and found that during the last four years, com- 
munity purposes for school buildings through- 
out this country increased 55 per cent. 


The survey was made for the purpose of 


finding out to what extent school buildings were 
being used for other purposes, and how they were 
so- utilized. 
The compilation revealed the in- 


creased use was due to community programs. 


Of the states, 32 of them have definite pro- 


visions by law in which school houses can be 
used as community centers, and it is permitted 
in other states. 


There is nothing in Rush County which has 


done so much to aid in solving our community 
problems, as that of the modern, consolidated 
schools in each township. 


ONE BUSINESS NOT AFFECTED 


Presidential years are accueed of doing ev- 


erything — especially if that thing happens to 
go wrong. 


Elections affect the markets. They stop the 


wheels of industry, and even Wall street makes 
note when a president is to be elected. 
' There is one business just around the cor- 
ner, which will not be affected by a presidential 
election, anci that is the opening of the baseball 
season, and baseball is looked upon as Ameri- 
ca's greatest sport. 


It won't be long now, < which was a popular 


slogan a few weeks agoi. until the game will be 
hi full swing, anci those who attend a game, 
whether it is out on the ordinary sar.d-lot, be- 
tween home town teams, or up in the big grand- 
Stands at a league park, v.ill give little care to a 
presidential campaign, when their favorite bat- 
ter drives in a home run. 


Probably in the big league, there is 
one 


team that does look to a presidential year for 
help.. The Brooklyn Robins do a great deal of 
high flying every four years. They took a pen- 
nant in 1916 when Woodrow Wilson was elected. 
They -waited four years and triumphed along 
With the Republicans and Warren G. Harding in 
1820, and finished second in 1924, so this year 


they are again expecting great things. 


However, the ordinary baseball fan will give 


little thought £o the next president when he 
takes his seat in a few weeks to watch the 
"batter's up."

OUR NEW COMMISSIONER 


The selection today of Lewis J. Newhouse of 


Center township, to succeed Fred A. Bills, com- 
missioner from the northern district, was in line 
with a good policy, and consistent to the choice 
of the people. 


There was much regret expressed when Mr. 


Bills announced that he would be forced to give 
up his place on account of business reasons, and 
because he had moved from the county. Mr. 
Bills is well known throughout the county, and 
there is no question but wiiat he would have 
made a good commissioner. 


When the matter was first brought up this 


week, that perhaps there would be Some question 
in the bond issue affecting several road projects, 
it was believed best to find out from Mr. Bills, 
whether he was going to continue to hold the 
office. 
.^. 


Mr. Bills stated that he had not moved en- 


tirely and was still maintaining his residence in 
this county, but had planned to move April first, 
when he had also planned to tender his resigna- 
tion. 


He took the logical side of the matter when 


confronted with the facts involving the contracts 
that were pending. He stated that a period of 
only a few days meant nothing, and if 
his 


resignation now would clear up, and assist the 
issue, he would gladly consent, which he did. 


The appointment of his successor occupied 


much comment Tuesday, as various factions ap- 
peared and attempted to use their influence with 
the two'remaining members of the county board, 
who had the power to name a successor. 


The two commissioners are to be congratu- 


lated upon their stand in the issue, and by voting 
for Mr. Newhouse, who stands as the people's, 
choice, because he made a good race in trie elec- 
tion, and finished second, or next to Mr. Bills. 
If anyone else had been named to fill this va- 
cancy, the people of the county would not have 
been satisfied, as a second place candidate shows 
clearly, that he was the choice for the office, 
next in line to Mr. Bills.

A home-making budget, how 


ever modest, can be made to per 
form miracles U it is rightl] 
used. It is not the amount o: 
money spent on a room thai 
makes it livable and lovely. It is 
the careful planning that goes 
into whatever is spent. You have 
all seen rooms where money hac 
been spent indiscriminately, anc 
yet they are lacking to that 
verve and charm which is the 
end we all hope to attain to the 
furnishings of our homes. 


And usually the sole reason 


for this lack is that there was 
no carefully designed plan used 
as a guide. The room was not 
built, as it should be, -from the 
ground up" to a definite and sure 
result. 


There is such a thing, of 


course, as a natural taste for 
decorating. Many of you have it 
because you have been educated 
to 
know 
the right 
things 


through having! ived with thent 
from childhood.,But even though 
you have this,tosttoct for what 
is beautiful and suitable, you'll 
find your results much more 
nearly approximating those of 
the professional decorator if you 
work out a plan before you start 
to furnish or re-furnish a room. 
You budget your income and 
plan your work according to 
schedule, and you will find that 
a similar scientific planning of 
your decorating problems is as 
successful results. 


There are several steps to fol- 


low to this scientific planning. 
They are not difficult and you 
will find it really fascinating to 
work on such a plan once you 
get into it. First, there must be' 
an actual diagram of the room 
showing Its architectural struc- 
ture. Yon should show both floor 
and wall space so that you know 
perfectly the location of your 
windows and doors, and the fire- 
place or Jutting corners. For this 
you want regular diagram paper, 
ruled both vertically and hori- 
zontally. This gives you a con- 
sistent working scale so that by 
letting one square represent a 
square foot of space, you know 
Just what size pieces of furniture 
will fit certain spaces 
to give 


proper balance and symmetry. 


with the diagram made, your 


next step is to decide upon the 
color scheme, because yon cannot 
select furnishings that will be 
harmoniously perfect unless you 
are sore of the oolor motif. If 
yonr room is lively and light, 
wUi wide windows m a south 


cool tones of green, blue and la- 
vender. And for a room which is 
darker, use bright, vivid colors— 
touches of kellow and 
orange 


with warm ivory or tan walls to 
make the room seem lighter. 


Now let us select the furniture 


for the room and arrange it on 
the floor plan. Supposing the 
room to be on a northeast ex- 
posure, the color motif must be 
light, as already suggested. The 
draperies and the rug can be the 
basis of the color scheme. The 
rugi s tawny with a design or 
border to the new Georgian blue, 
and the draperies have a natural 
background with 
modernistic 


flower design in orange, yellow 
and the same Georgian blue. The 
room is long and narrow and to 
the center of one long side is a 
fireplace with bookshelves on 
each side. Open bookshelves are 
more charming as they 
give 


color and intimacy to the room. 
Between the opening into the 
dining room and the fireplace is 
an interesting group—a small 
grand piano and 
bench, and 


near it and facing the fire place, 
a deep and lazy modern chair 
and floor lamp. The chair is up- 
holstered to material of natural 
colored background with a design 
In colors matching the drapes. 
The lamp of hand-wrought iron 
parchment^with a gaily colored 
minting scene on it. At the other 
end of the room, to front of the 
wide windows, is the davenport, 
upholstered to warm tan relieved 
by touches of Mack or very dark 
blue. Between the fireplace and 
the davenport is a table, a wing 
chair and another set of open 
book shelves. This chair can 
match the davenport or the fire- 
place chair. Life and color are 
given here by the pottery, the 
pictures, and the lamp with its 
blue pottery base and golden 
shade. At the right of the en- 
trance from the dining room is 
a desk of yellow or green lac- 
quer. On the left Is space for a 
radio or victrola and chairs. 


This arrangement is infinitely 


well suited to the room and 
makes one end of it a music 
room while the other is for 
writing or reading. And you see 
what a definite personality is 
achieved by furnishing the room 
n this way rather than by hap- 
lazard putting together. It is 
tetter to plan your room from 
the outset and actually visualize 
the 
pieces you 
want, even 


though you can't have them all 
at once. You can get the essen-. 
tial things to start and gradually 
add others until your charming 
picture is complete.

Uses for a Cold Frame 


Cold frames-serve such a great, 


variety of garden uses that they 
are now a common adjunct to a 
garden. Almost everything in the 
garden can be raised in 
them 


and some people even put young 
chickens into them. The 
cold 


frame serves both as a starting 
plant-far early plants as well as 
a storage plant and a winter gar- 
den. 


The most frequent use, howev- 


er, is for early seed sowing. Let- 
tuce, cabbage and cauliflowers 
can be started for early trans- 
planting. A row of radishes may 
be planted to be pulled direct 
from the frame. 
Pansies will 


bloom off and on all winter in a 
cold frame, and parsley may be 
cut as needed from it.

Do not be 
n a hurry to get seed into the 
ground on cold spring day;.

out. A aeed box act too close to 
a window in which drafts come 
through a loose casement may 
not give good germination be- 
cause of too low temperature on 
the box. It is better to set it a 
little back from the glass unless 
the window is tight. 
Orerwatering is the greatest 


fault of inexperienced gardners 
in endeavoring to raise plants 
from seed. It destroys many 
promising crops of seedlings and 
encourages damping 'off, a fun- 
gus disease that causes seedlings 
to shrivel at the ground and top- 
ple over and die. Damp but not 
wet is the watchword for condi- 
tions of moisture. 
Sowing thinly cannot be too 


much emphasized- Just as the 
crowding of human beings hi 
confined quarters stunts growth 
and causes disease through lack 
of sufficient light and air. the 
growth and health of plants are 
affected. Speedy transplanting 
should be done if the seedlings 
are crowded. It is only by this 
means that plants can be saved 
and made healthy.

Pea-planting time is also the 


tune to start the annual bug 
hunt. Garden plants are subject 
to attacks by a variety of insects 
and the peas are one of 
the 


first to attract unwelcome visit- 
ors in the shape of plant lice or 
aphides. Following 
this early 


visitation are all manner of bit- 
ing, stinging, 
chewing 
and 


sucking insects that raise havoc 
if not promptly checked. 


When the peas are 
planted 


the currant bushes should have 
a drenching with nicotine solu- 
tion, either a patent solution or 
a home-made tea concocted "oy 
stewing tobacco stems, or smok- 
ing tobacco. The currant bush is 
a harbor for plant lice and from 
the bushes they soon make their 
way to the peas. 


Nicotine is the enemy of suck- 


ing insects. It kills 
them 
by 


contact, and is the remedy for 
the various hordes of 
plant 


lice which come in assorted col- 
ors and in such numbers that 
often they cover the plant. They 
can be suppressed easily by en- 
ergetic applications of tobacco. 
Tobacco dust sprayed upon them 
with bellows is also an excellent 
means of destroying them. 


For caterpillars and Beetles of 


various kinds that 
bite and 


chew, arsenic is the controlling 
remedy in the form of arsenate 
of lead, paris green 
or other 


compound. Patent combinations 
of both arsenic and tobacco are 
sold at seed 
dealers. 
Poison 


should be ready for the first ap- 
pearance of these pests. 


A good spray should be avail- 


able, either a bucket spray which 
is handiest for any considerable 
quantity of vegetables, or some 
of the variouslcnapsack devices. 
For small gardens, sprays em- 
ploying a Mason fruit jar as con- 
tainer are sufficient. The early 
attack on the bugs will make 
their suppression during the sea- 
son an easy matter. Once they 
get well over the garden the task 
is more difficult.

Color has invaded every room 


in the house. Where we once had 
sombre hues in every parlor, 
bedroom and bath, superseded In 
the latter until lately by an un- 
relieved white, we now 
find 


yellows, greens, blues and Just 
about every other color of the 
spectrum. 


Walls of dead white have giv- 


en way to soft, pastel 
shades. 


Floors, ceilings and accessories, 
too, come in for their share of 
color. 
Combinations 
once 


thought bizarre are now accept- 
ed as the most artistic and most 
cheerful. Mauve gray for walls, 
Chinese gold (which is between 
a burnt orange and a deep tan) 
for the floor, and elsewhere a 
touch of turquoise, is a good se- 
lection for a sunny 
bathroom. 


Curtains, clothes hampers and 
all odds and ends should be in- 
cluded in the 
color 
scheme. 


Primrose yellow provides cheer 
and light where sunlight is miss- 
ing. Choose warm colors—yellow, 
rose, cream, apricot—for a dark 
room; blues, greens, grays, etc., 
for a light one. 


If practicable include the linen 


too. Often you can get towels 
and wash cloths with a trim of 
blue, yellow or other color as 
reasonably as you can the plain 
ones. 


Design as well as color now 


makes the bathroom gay. Walls 
and even ceilings are decorated. 
Borders are often used, forming 
a dado less than halfway up the 
wall, with the upper half of the 
wall painted a paler shade than 
the lower. A border of pond lilies 
is attractively used in this way, 
soft shades of green and cream 
against a background of pale 
yellow. 
It is also pleasing to have a 


colorful and perhaps a decorated 
ceiling. With nile green walls the 
ceiling might be beige or even a 
very pale yellow. Never use pure 
white —it's too glaring. Cream, 
ivory, or some other light shade 
is always better. Sometimes sten- 
cils are used for ceilings, some- 
times odd designs. A stencil bor- 
der is placed about ten inches 
from (the ceding edge if 
the 


rom is fairly 
large, a little 


nearer to the wall if it is small. 
Better still, perhaps, is a mottled 
treatment. In this event reverse 
the general rule of ceiling light- 
er than the walls. For instance, 
with deep cream walls you could 
use two shades of blue to mottle 
the ceiling. The effect is easy 
to secure. Apply 
the 
second 


shade with a brush over the first 
and while still wet work over it 
a crumpled newspaper or coarse 
rag. In this way the wet coat is 
removed here and there in irreg- 
ular pattern, and the ground 
coat allowed to show through. 


If your bathroom isn't tile, 


paint is a happy solution, pro- 
viding color and a good finish 
at the same time. Use two or 
three coats of floor paint plus a 
good coat of floor varnish. The 
floor can then be cleaned very 
easily and it will be practically 
waterproof. Select a shade of 
paint that is dark enough to be 
practical and colorful enough to 
be gay. In choosing your color 
schemes, if the bath room opens 
into a bedroom be sure that the 
room-to-room vista is harmon- 
ious. Sometimes it will be attrac- 
tive to repeat the same color 
scheme hi its entirety; some- 
times only in part. Where the 
dominating color of the bedroom 
is green you might have cream 
in the bathroom with only a 
trim of green, and possibly a 
touch of yellow. In the separate 
bathroom the possibilities are, of 
course, unlimited. 


Quite aside from the advant- 
age of having a~ cheerful attrac- 
tive room instead of bleak, white 
one, color is actually more prac- 
tical. Any well-painted surface is 
entirly sanitary and hi color it's 
easier to clean. Habit alone ac- 
counts for the dominance of 
white In the bathroom. Why not 
break away when you can get a 
more practical and certainly a 
more attractive room with color?

The Making of New Plants 


Where do we get the

How is the inter- i 
minable procession of novelties 
kept up? 


The making of new plants 


one of the most ffr><T"»H"g de 
velopments of modern science 
for it is to scientific plant breed 
hi( that we owe most of them 
Formerly the chief source 
o 


supply rested in plant explorers 
scouring remote countries of th 
world and sending back 
new 


species of plant lite that they 
discovered. As the surface of the 
earth becomes more carefully 
explored, this source for 
new 


garden material diminishes. Of 
late years the interior of China 
and Thibet have yielded the 
greatest 
quantities of 
new 


plants. Of the plants listed hi 
commercial 
catalogues, 
the 


primroses have, perhaps, shown 
the greatest number of addi- 
tions. Specialists list a hundred 
or so species and varieties, a 
large portion of them brought 
intoc ultivation within the last 
20 years. 


New varieties occasionally ap- 


pear in plantations so distinct 
as to warrant being regarded as 
distinct 
species. 
These 
are 


known as mutants, a term ap- 
plied by the Belgian 
scientist, 


Prof. Hugo DeVries, who devised 
the famous mutations theory to 
account for the appearance of 
new species 
of plants. There 


are continual slight variations 
hi plants and by cultivating 
these slight variations through 
several generations new types 
are' often secured. The Shirley 
poppy owed its origin to a com- 
mon red poppy showing a faint 
line of white on the petals. Seed 
of this poppy was saved and 
sown through several 
genera- 


tions, saving only those which 
showed increasing while until 
,npw we have .this race of oat- 
colored poppies *HtV pMcest 'kf 
'known as selection. 


Professor DeVries 
declared 


that mutants were the result of 
discontinuous 
variation, 
the 


change coming at once and in- 
explicably. Some of our best new 
varieties originate in this way, 
the dahlia-flowered zinnia being 
ane xample. according to some 
experts. The zinnia with curled 


petals appeared alone 
bed of thousands and 
gregated and found to breed 
true. 


The discovery of Mendel's law 


of heredity in 2M5, which was 
not developed and put into 
practical application until some 
years later, has placed plant 
breeding on a scientific basis so 
thta a breeder may estimate 
with reasonable certainty 
the 


result of crosses that he makes, 
knowing from Mendel's law the 
proportion of plants be will get 
from a cross which will resemble 
each parents and those which 
will show a mingling of the 
characteristics of both parents. 


When, a desirable cross has 


been secured the next step is to 
tune it up"—that is, to inbreed 
it until all or most all of Its 
seedlings 
repeat the 
desired 


qualities. This is called line 
breeding. Selection is a part of 
this process, that is, taking only 
seedlings of the best form and 
color or possessing the charac- 
teristics for which the breeder 
seeks, and destroying all others. 
This work takes a number of 
years, hi many cases, but when 
the work is completed we have

Only plants closely related will 


cross Successfully. When they 
are remotely -slated they are 
known as wide crosses and 
seedlings are likely to produce 
monstrous forms or, if desirable, 
to prove sterile, that Is, unable 
to form or produce seed. Breed- 
big progress, therefore, stops. 
Such plants are known as -mul- 
es" from their similarity to the 
domestic animal, which cannot 
reproduce itself by mating with 
.its kind. This is common among 
the pinks, the old Dianthus Na- 
poleon in being a mule pink. It 
•can be propagated only by cut- 
tings. 


But by far the greatest num- 


ber of new varieties of our new 
plants and new strains of plants 
are the result of scientific hybri- 
dization.
